killed was employed as an assembler 
of the American artillery primers. After 
assembling them he passed them to a 
loader; the loaded primer was returned 
lo him and he disassembled it. The men 
had been warned to handle the primers 
carefully. 
This morning's accident is 


evidently due to carelessness.

iiot yet obtained a statement from any 
of the other injured men who were m 
tho vicinity of the accident.

explosion must have been ot 


rcmendous force for it knocked ovtr

THE PRO-GERMAN STRIKE 


Strikers in time of war are traitors, 


says a Boston clergyman. 
That state- 


ment requires some qualilications. It 
may or may not be true, 
Jt all de- 


pends upon how the strike will affect 
tho government operations In the war 
and whether it was declared primarily 
to hamper the government in prosecut- 
ing the war. 
It is a well known fact 


that the German spies are now turn- 
ing their attention to the spread of. 
industrial disturbances in the form of 
strikes. 


Formerly they contrived to blow up 


• 
munition factories but 
in this they 


are 
being very 
effectively 
blocked. 


Since the 
departure 
of 
Count von 


Bernstorff, the exposure of Von Pa- 
pen and the seizure of the papers of 
Von Igel,. the bomb plotters have no 
central agency to finance their opera- 


' tions and hence they are. not quite so 


ready to risk their lives in such out- 
rages as when under the direction of 
Count von Bernstorff. Moreover many 
of these have been driven out of: the 
country. 


But 
many 
pro-German socialists,' 


anarchists and the German aliens are 
Btill with us and they seem to think 
that they are free to spout sedition or 
to assail the 
government 
as 
they 


please. 
When restrained in any of 


these directions, they fall back upon 
the- industrial 
strike 
as 
the 
only 


•weapon remaining by which they can 
assail the government with pretence 
of demanding fair wages. 
In many 


cases it is found Hint, the rate of 
wages is quite exhorbitant and prac- 
tically impossible to meet. 
In such 


instances the government looks be- 
hind to see the hand of the German 
agent or sympathizer, whose aim Is 
not primarily to secure higher wages, 
but to cause a tie-up of industrial 
activities that will delay the work of 
fitting out our troops for active duty 
or building submarine destroyers to 
end the war. 


Thus while il would be unfair to 


charge all strikers with disloyalty, 
the fact remains that some of them 
are perhaps, unconsciously, mere tools 
in tlie hands of (he designing men in- 
terested onl}' in aiding Germany and to 
the same extent injuring the United 
States. 


We 
would, • therefore, caution 
all 


patriotic citizens to beware of the men 
who want to 
foment labor disputes 


and precipitate strikes while the war 
continues. 


Remember that President 
Samuel 


Gompers of tho. American Federation 
of Ijabor is earnestly working with the 
government In tho interests of the na- 
tion to maintain Industrial peace so 
far as that is possible during the war. 
The members of labor unions- should 
take care that their organization Is 
not discredited by being drawn into 
conflicts precipitated by traitors with 
the sole purpose of holding up the war 
operations. 


It is necessary only to refer to the 


network of German intrigue all over 
the world to realize the. necessity of 
guarding well against the designs of 
alien disloyalists who try to keep up 
a series of strikes all over the coun- 
try in order to delay the work of ship- 
yards and munition factories. The rep- 
utation of honest labor is at stake 
in this war and every member of the 
labor unions should guard well against 
the 
influence 
of 
disloyalists under 


whatever guise 
they 
may 
carry on 


their secret plots. There will be eases 
in which the demands of labor should 
be met and wages readjusted, but 
even under such conditions' during the 
war, the strike should be avoided so 
far as possible. As a rule other molh- 
ods will serve quite MS well nl. tho 
present time.

WHY COAL MEN ARE UNPOPULAR 


Recently the government, aroused 


by the coal famine in the northwest, 
ordered that coal shipments should be 
given priority on railroads leading 
from the mines to lake ports, and on 
steamers going up the lakes. 
It was 


explained that this action was neces- 
sary in order to move enough coal be- 
fore the navigation season ended to 
keep the people of the northwestern 
states from freezing, and their indus- 
tries from closing, during the winter. 


Coal started moving to the lake ports 


in great volume. It was supposed that 
the purpose was being accomplished. 
But now it is said that the northwest 
has not been getting the coal. Neither 
have any states adjacent to the Great 
Lakes been getting it. 
The mayors 


of 100 Ohio cities have complained, 
in letters to the federal department 
of justice, that they are in imminent 
danger from lack of coal.

gone? 


The operators are accused of having 
shipped it across the lakes to Cana- 
dian ports, instead of up the lakes 
to United Slates ports, because in 
Canada they could evade the Ameri- 
can price regulation and get any price 
they asked.

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THE PRO-GERMAN STRIKE 


Strikers in time of war are traitors, 


says a Boston clergyman. That-state- 
ment requires some qualifications. 
It 


may or may not be true. It all de- 
pends upon how the strike will aftect 
the government operations in the war 
and whether it was declared primarily 
to hamper the government in prosecut- 
ing the war. It is a well known fact 
that the German spies are now turn- 
ing their attention to the spread of 
industrial disturbances in the form of 
strikes. 


Formerly they contrived to blow up 


munition factories but in this they 
are -being very 
effectively 
blocked. 


Since the 
departure of 
Count von 


Bernstorff, the exposure of Von Pa- 
pen and the seizure ot the papers of 
Von Igel, the bomb plotters have no 
central agency to finance their opera- 
tions and hence they are not quite so 
ready to risk their lives in such out- 
rages as when under the direction of 
Count von Bernstorff. Moreover many 
of these have been driven out of the 
country. 


But many pro-German socialists, 


anarchists and the German aliens are 
still with us and they seem to think 
that they are free to spout sedition or 
to assail the 
government 
as, they 


please. 
When restrained in any of 


these directions, they fall back upon 
the industrial 
strike as 
the 
only 


•weapon remaining by which they can 
assail the government with pretence 
of demanding fair wages. In many 
cases it is found that the rate of 
wages is quite exhorbitant and prac- 
tically impossible to meet. 
In such 


instances the government looks be- 
hind to see the hand of the German 
agent or sympathizer, whose aim is 
not primarily to secure higher wages, 
but to cause a tie-up of industrial 
activities that will delay the work of 
fitting out our troops/for active duty 
or building submarine destroyers to 
end the war. 


Thus while it would be unfair to 


charge all strikers with . disloyalty, 
the fact remains tha£ some of them 
are perhaps, unconsciously, mere tools 
in the hands of the designing men in- 
terested only in aiding Germany and to 
the same extent injuring the United 
States. 


We 
would, therefore, 
caution all 


patriotic citizens to beware of the men 
who want to 
foment labor disputes 


and precipitate strikes while the war 
continues. 


Hemember that President 
Samuel 


Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor is earnestly working with the 
government in the interests of the na- 
tion to .maintain industrial peace so 
far as that is possible during the war. 
The members of labor unions should 
take care that their organization Is 
not discredited by being drawn into 
conflicts precipitated by traitors with 
the sole purpose of holding up the war 
operations. 


It is necessary only to refer to the 


network of German intrigue all over 
the world to realize the necessity of 
guarding well against the designs of 
alien disloyalists who try to keep up 
a series of strikes all over the coun- 
try in order to delay the work of ship- 
yards and munition factories. The rep- 
utation of honest labor is at stake 


. in this war and every member of the 


labor unions,should guard well against 
the 
influence 
of disloyalists 
-under 


whatever guise they may 
carry on 


their secret plots. There will be cases 
in which the demands of labor should 
be met and wages readjusted, but 
even under such conditions during the 
war, 
the strike should be avoided so 


far as possible. As a rule other meth- 
ods will serve quite as well at the 
present time. A strike on an urgent 
government order 
is 
little short of 


treason. 


This is made clear upon the condi- 


tions Upon which 
eligible men 
in 


munition factories are exempted. They 
are billeted as in the government ser- 
vice while so employed. This fact is 
made clear in an announcement 1n the 
recent issue of "Factory Notes" is- 
sued from the United States Cart- 
ridge- shop which says: 


"These men 
to whom discharges 
have been granted need hardly be 
told that they nre just as truly sol- 
diers Of the United States as if they 
had been summoned to the canton- 
ment, had taken the oath, and had 
garbed themselves in the raiment of 
Uncle Sam. To all intents and pur- 
poses they are soldiers on detached 
service, and when they wind up their 
work here they are to report, at once 
for active service in the trenches."

WHY COAL MEN ARE UNPOPULAR 


Recently the government, aroused 


by the coal famine in the northwest, 
ordered that coal shipments should be 
given priority on railroads leading 
from the mines to lake ports, and on 
steamers going up the lakes. It was 
explained that this action was neces- 
sary in order to move enough coal be- 
fore the navigation season ended to 
keep the people of the northwestern 
states from freezing, and their indus- 
tries from closing, during tho winter. 


Coal started moving to the lake ports 


in great volume. It was supposed that 
the purpose was being accomplished. 
But now it is said that the northwest 
has not been getting the coal. Neither 
have any states adjacent to the Great 
Lakes been getting* it. 
The mayors 


of 100 Ohio cities have complained, 
in letters to the federal department 
of justice,- that they are In imminent 
danger from lack of coal. 


Where, then, has the fuel 
sons? 


The operators are accused of having 
shipped it across the lakes to Cana- 
dian ports, instead of up the lakes 
to United Slates ports, because in 
Canada they could evade the Ameri- 
can price regulation and get any price 
they asked. 


Perhaps we shouldn't begrudge Can- 


ada the coal. But what shall we say 
of the coal operators and dealers who 
have thus deliberately disobeyed gov- 
ernment orders and endangered the 
industry, health and life of a large 
part of their own nation, in a time 
of national peril—all for the sake of 
undeserved profits? 
It Is evidently 


time for the government to take steps 
to enforce its orders.
